Oiarging tranafar in the prior ait is from units 405, and 105 to the bottom of JOl whereas an 
incoiporarion of the charging vmli in the phone to mate 1 unit is the idea proposed m patent 10/04774 
Transfer needs no connection or separate unit as the charging system is built in the phone itself. TOs is 
accomplished by die movement of the photovoltaic cells from the separate unit, die holster, unto the cell 
phone Itself or the batteiy attached to die ceU phone in in die indirect method This addresses the need for 
convenience and simplicity to the user of the device as there i$ not 1 unit instead of 2. This also allows die 
users to charge dieir phones with litUe or no hassle or havmg to deal with a cumberaome unit Charging is 
done naittraUy and widj ease allowing little to no attention by die user, ft effectively eradicates die holster 
or any ofter separate unit as a need for charging. This is similar to the way solar power calculators operate 
ITiCTe IS no need for a separate holster or device. The panels and charging system are inherent to the unit as 
a whole and connecQons are housed mtemally mstead of externally. 

My proposition is to change the claims as shown to fiirther specify the differences by 
incorporating the placemait of the photovoltaic cells in die claim and specifytog die unit as one as 
mcnboned previously. The prior ait does show feasibility however does not address unity and simplicity 
diereby enhancmg convenience. If there are any lurther addendums or suggestions that would improve the 
uniqueness of the patent against anticipation feel fi^e to add comments or reply.

Another example of novels agamst the anticipation of the prior art is die direct and indirect 
mefliod. No cell phones are coininuni«tion units have been specified as supplying voltage directly. 
Previous medtods allow for voltage oransfer indiiecdy dwougji the battery firom an accessory. The idea 
proposed in patent 10/047773 allows for the direct transfer of current from, a solar panel to the phone 
without die need for a battery. In other words, die phone will be able to function witiiout a battery pending 
tbe voltage from the panels is sufficient Oritcanbemade to function with die battery. This direct metiiiod 
addresses die need for diarging a ceU phone wittiout die use of a battery. It is die first patent to address 
diis and is not anticipated All other previous means and prior art has a connection to thd batteiy through an 
accessory. By eliminating accessories and attachments along with the need fiu: a battery elevates die 
invention described in the posed patent in a novelty aretm of it*s own.
